THE ELECTION'. 


The vote cast m Adams county last 


Tuesday was an unusually small one. 
Of the 8400 electors of tbe county but 
4931 appeared at the polls, allowing 3500 
absentees, the largest vote, 4931, being 
that for Prothonotary. This condition 
prevailed in Democratic as well as Re- 
publican districts and indicates the exist- 
ence of indifference on the part of mem- 
bers of both parties alike. 


The Democratic State ticket carried 


the county by fair majorities, Coray, 
Democrat, having over Harris, Republi- 
can, for Estate Treasurer 343 and Yerkes, 
Democratic, over Potter, Republican, 
402. 
William E. Kapp, Democrat, 


was elected Prothonotary over Adam 
Black, Republican, by 296; but John 
Unger, Democrat, was defeated by J. 
U<irua Smith, Republican, for Director 
of the Poor by 182. 
Tbe three amend- 


ments, advocated by the Democratic 
party especially, received about twice as 
many affirmative votes as negative. The 
results indicate, therefore, that Adams 
county remains Democratic under ordi 
dary conditions, Mr. Uneer's defeat 
iHing dun, uot to his politics or his per 
souiility, but to a difference of opinion 
among the voters as to political manage- 
ment and the conduct of the Alms- 
house. 


The returns from the counties of the 


State show that fusion swept the State 
outside of Philadelphia and Allegheny 
by about 13,000 majority and that the 
Republican State machine was onlv 
saved by the ui.ijorities rolled up iu 
Piltsbmg and Philadelphia by desperate 
efforts. Harris, for State Treasurer, ha_ 
52,000 plurality against the nearly 300,- 
Ouo uiHJurity tor Mi Kntley a year ago, 
and Potter, for Supreme Judge, has 12 - 
000 leas plurality than Uarns. All ol 
Govemoi Stone's appointees for judicial 
otlices, excspt Potter for tbe Supremi 
Bench and Solly lor the Orphan's Couri 
Judgeship in Montgomery, were rejected 
by the people. 


The total vote in the State was 807,000 


as against 1,17,5 lild last ytar and 790,501 
two years ago.
